Gentlemen of the Council : 


It is with the most devout gratitude towards the disposer of all good, who 
enabled us again to assemble within these walls,that I now cordially congratu- 
late vou on your return amongst us. It is not on this occasion my purpose, as 
l believe it would be out of place if not impolitic, to occupy many minutes of 
your valuable time with any crude observations of mine. However, I may be 
permitted to make a remark or two, as some may not feel satisfied with expres- 
sions of congratulations answering the object of our assembling together. 

It is great cause of gratification to us, as well as our constituents, that in as 
much as the public prints can be credited, the major part, if not all the acts 
passed by us at the last session were, or are about being approved by the Exe- 
cutive of our general government—and there is every reason to cherish the hope

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that our memorials will be duly considered with care and deliberation, and ulti- 
mately be carried into effect. 

Gentlemen, I cannot doubt the sincerity of your confidence, and from past 
experience I feel fully confident in the assurance that you will sustain me in the 
high responsibility, and arduous position in which I now stand ; in maintaining 
good order and harmony in the House, without which the design of our delibera- 
tions must be frustrated.

Mr. Arndt, from the joint committee appointed to wait on the Governor, re- 
ported that the committee had performed the duty assigned them, and that the 
Governor informed them that he would meet the two houses in the hall of the 
House of Representatives in ten or fifteen minutes, and deliver his message.

Mr. Engle, from the House of Representatives, was introduced, and informed 
the Council that seats would be provided for them in the Hall of the House ef 
Rrepresentatives during the delivery of the message. 

And then he’ withdrew. . 

The members of the Council therefore repaired to the House of Representa- 
tives’ Hall, where they heard the following message, viz: 


Fellow Citizens of the Council and House of Representatives : 


You are convened for the purpose of making the apportionment of representa- 
tion for the House of Representatives of this Territory, in conformity to the or- 
ganic law of Congress creating the Territorial government of Wisconsin, and in 
accordance with a Jaw passed at the last session of the Legislative Assemdly for 
taking the census or enumeration of the inhabitants by the several sheriffs of tho 
different counties in this Territory. 

The elective franchise of the people is the sacred palladium of our rights, the 
shield and helmet of our liberties, and the foundation upon which our republi- 
can institutions must exist; aJl should equally participate in the advantage of 
representation according to numbers. RP 

As the Legislative, Assembly has been convened for a special purpose, it 
would not be proper forme to call your attention to any subjects not connected 
with the object for which you have met: except in cases where the public good 
might require your immediate action. 

You have memorialized Congress, at your late session, on the most important 
subjects connected with the growth and prosperity of the Territory : for the ex- 
tension of the right of pre-emption to our meritorious and enterprising citizens, 
occupants of the public lands; the division of the Territory : asking appropria- 
tions of Congress for the construction of harbors on onr lake coast ; the removal 
of the obstructions in the rapids of the Upper Mississippi; the adjustment of our 
southern boundary line with the state of Missouri, and other important measures 
which are now pending before Congress, the result of which will be known be- 
fore your annual session. 

As Congress will probably not adjourn before the fifteenth af next month, 1 
deem it my duly earnestly to recommend to the Legislative Assembly the jus- 
tice and propriety of memorializing that body, at an early day of your session, 
asking the ratification by the United States Senate, of the treaties made with 
the Winnebagoes, Sioux, and Chippewa Indians, for the extinguishment of their 
title to country within the limits of this Territory. Until recently, no doubts 
were entertained of the ratification of the treaties in question. 

From the proximity of the Winnebago Indians, to our border settlements, and 
their frequent depredations on the stock and other property of the inhabitants of 
the Territory, it has been with great in a that the citizens, who have been 


1 
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injured by them could be restrained from killing them. It ts a fact well known 
that the country owned by the Winnebago Indians, north of the Wisconsin river, 
would be of great value to the United States as well as to the citizens of Wis- 
consin, and is not suited to the state and:condition of the Indians who claim it. 
From the intemperate and reckless character of the Winnebogo Indians, I have 
no hesitation in saying, that unless they are removed from the country north of 
the Wisconsin river, difficulties will ensue between them and the whites that 
will end in war. The Winnebago Indians own a country west of the Mississippt 
that affords game in abundance, and where they could remain in peace fur years. 
A just regard for the rights of the people of Wisconsin requires that the Win- 
nebagoes should be removed ; the safety of the lives and property of our citizens 
demand it, Should tróubles with our Indian neighbors commence, it is difficult 
to tell where they will stop. Ourrecent Indian wars have been at the price of 
much blood and treasure ; and, have we not a right to expect that the represen- 
tatives of a great and intelligent nation will prevent a state of things that would 
be ruinous to the growth and prosperity of this Territory ? 

The purchase of country from the Chippewa Indians, east of the Mississippi, 
was made for the advantage of its extensive pine forests, bordering on the Chip- 
pewa and St. Croix rivers, and which is considered of the first importance to the 
people residing on the borders of the Mississippi, by affording them cheap and 
abundant supplies of pine lumber. Mills have already been erected in the 
Chippewa country, and several hundred individuals are now employed in pre- 
paring rafts of pine lumber ; and, should, the treaty made with the Chippewas 
not be ratified, and the whites be immediately removed from the occupation of 
their country, we may expect that the Chippewa Indians will attack those whom 
they will consider as intruders on their rights. 

Should the bill, now depending before the Congress of the United States, for 
the establishment of two land offices west of the Mississippi river, become a law, 
and shonld the public lands be offered at sale under the proclamation of the Pre- 
sident of the United States, during the present year, many of our citizens who 
might be entitled to purcbase the public lands, (should the right of pre-emption 
be extended to them,) would not be prepared to pay for their nomes. I respect- 
fully and earnestly recommend to the Legislative Assembly the justice and pro- 
priety of memorializing tlie President of the United States on this subject, ask- 
ing ium to defer the sale of the public lands, within this Territory, for one year. 
The present state of the currency, and the difficulty of procuring Jand-office mo- 
ney, would justify the indulgence proposed for the benefit of this meritorious 
class of our citizens, wlio have a right to expect that justice and the patronage 
of the Government will be extended to them, 

I recommend to you, gentlemen, despatch in the discharge of your Legislative 
duties; and you may expect my co-operation in all measures which have for their 


object the public good.

; STANDING RULES. :

XXIX. A Secretary, assistant Secretary, and three transcribing Clerks shall be 
elected by ballot, to hold their offices during the pleasure of the Council. 
The Secretary shall keep a correct journal of the daily proceedings of the 
Council, and shall perform such other duties as shall be assigned to him as 
such Secretary. He shall permit no journal, records, accounts or papers to 
be taken from the table or out of his custody, other than in the regular mode 
of business ; and if any papersin hischarge shall be missing, he shall report 


the fact to the President, that inquiry may be made. It shall be the duty ` 


of the transcribing clerks to record the journal of the proceedings, to en- 
gross all bills, and to transcribe, copy and enrol the same, under the direction 
of the Secretary, who shall be subject to the direction of the President. 

XXX. A Sergeant-at-arms, Door-keeper and assistant Door-keeper, Messen- 
ger and assistant Messenger, shall be elected by ballot, to hold their offices 
during the pleasure of the Council, whose duty it shall be to attend the 

` Council during its sittings, and to execute the demands of the President 

and Council from time to time. They shall each take an oath truly and 
faithfully to discharge their respectivé duties. "The Secretary and trans- 
cribing Clerks shall also take an oath truly and faithfully to discharge the 
duties of their respective offices. ` 

XXXI. When a message shall be sent from-the Governor to the Council, it shall 
be communicated to the Chair by the bearer of the same. ` 

XXXII. When nominations to office shall be made by the Governor, a future 
day shall be assigned for their consideration, unless the Council unanimously 
direct otherwise. 


XXXIII. It shall be the duty of the members and officers of the Council, to

keep all information and remarks touching or concerning the character or `. 


qualifications of. any and every person nominated to office by the Governor, 
inviolably secret; and also the proceedings and business of the Council, 
when in executive session,

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XXXIV. Before acting on confidential or executive business, the Council shall 
be cleared of ail persons except the Secretary and Sergeant-at-Arms, by the 
direction of the President. J 

XXXV. The proceedings of the Council, when acting upon confidential of ex- 
ecutive business, shall be kept inseparate and distinct books ; and no part 
of the executive journal shall be published but by special order. 

XXXVI. The President of the Council is hereby authorized to administer all 
oaths prescribed by the foregoing rules. 

XXXVII. Every resolution that is read by the Secretary, by direction of a mem- 
ber, shall be considered to be before the Council ; and the question to adopt, 
or reject, may be put immediately on such resolution, unless upon motion, 

XXXVIII. When a question is taken, it shall be competent for any member 
to call for the ayes and nayes, which shall be recorded by the Secretary, if 
required. ( 

XXXIX. All bills brought in by any member, or committee, shall be endorsed 
with the name of the member-or committee, 

XL. Whenever a member shall be called to order, he shall sit down until the 
President shall have determined the question of order, and such question 
shall be decided by the President, subject to an appeal to the Council, by 
any two members; and if a member be called to order for words spoken, 
the objectionable words shall immediately be taken down in writing. 

XLI. The following officers and persons, if at any time present during the sit- 
ting of the Council, shall be admitted to seats within the bar: The Gov- 
ernor, Members of the House of Representatives of Wisconsin, Secretary, 
Attorney General, Judges of we Supreme Court, Members of Congress, 
and the Delezate in Congress, Ex-Members of the Legislative Council of 
Michigan, and Members of State Legislatures. ` 

XLII. No standing rule, or order of the Council, shall be rescinded or suspend- 
ed, except by the concurrence of three-fourths of the members of the Coun- 
cil.

The joint committee appointed by the Council to act in conjunction with a 
similar committee appointed by the House of Representatives, with instructions 
to revise the joint rules of both Houses, report the following: 


JOINT RULES AND ORDERS OF THE TWO HOUSES. 


I. In every case of an amendment of a bill agreed to in one House, and dissent- 
ed to in the other, if either House shall request a conference and appoint a 
committee for that purpose, and the other House shall also appoint a com- 
mittee to confer, such committee shall, at a convenient hour, to be agreed 
on by their chairman, meet in the conference chamber, and state to each 
other verbally, or in writing, as either shall choose, the reasons of their 
respective Houses for and against the amendment, and confer freely thereon. 

II. When a message shall be sent from the Council to the House of Representa- 
tives, it shall be announced at the door of the House by the door-keeper, 
and shall be respectfully communicated to the Chair by the person by wham 
it may be sent. 

"Hi. The same ceremony shall be observed when a message shall be sent from 
ihe House of Representatives to the Council. 

IV. Messages shall be sent by such person, as a sense of propriety in each 

' House may détermine to he proper. 
V. After a bill shall have passed both Houses, it shall be duly enrolled by one 
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of the transcribing Clerks under the direction of the Secretary of the House 
of Representatives, or of the Council, as the bill may have originated in the 
one or the other House, before it shall be presented to the Governor of the 
Territory. 

VI. When bills are enrolled, they shall be examined by a joint committee of 
two from the Council, and two from the House of Representatives, appointed 
as a standing committee for that purpose, who shall carefully compare the 
enrolment with the engrossed bills, as passed in the two Houses, and, cor- 
recting any errors that may be discovered in the enrolled bills, make tbeir 
report forthwith to the respective Houses. 

VII. After examination and report, each bill shall be signed in the respective 
Houses, first by the Speaker of the House of Representatives, then by the 
President of the Council. 

VIII. After a bill shall have been thus signed in each House, it shall be pre- 

sented by the said committee to the Governor of the Territory for his ap- 

proval, it being first endorsed on the back of the roll, certifying in which 

House same originated, which endorsement shall be signed by the Secre- 

tary of the House in which the same did originate, and shall be entered on 

tke journal of each House ; the said committee shall refort the day of pre- 

i HOD to.the Governor, which shall also be entered on the journal of each 

ouse. 

All orders, resolutions, and votes, which are to be presented to the Gov- 

ernor, for his approval, shall also, in the same manner, be previously enroll- 

ed, examined, and signed; and shall be presented in the same manner, and 
by the same committee, as provided in cases of bills. 

X. When a bill or resolution, which shall have passed in one House, is rejected 
in the other, notice thereof is to be given to the House in which the same 
may have passed. 

XI. When a bill or resolution, which has been passed in one House, is rejected 
in the other, it is not to be again brought in during the same session, with- 
out notice of five days, and leave of two thirds of that House 1n which it 
shall be renewed. 

XII. Each House shall transmit to the other all papers on which any bill or reso- 
lution shall be founded. 

XIII. After each House shall have adhered to their disagreement, a bill or reso- 
lution is lost. 

XIV. No bill that shall have passed one House, shall be sent to the other for 
concurrence, on the last day of the session. 

XV. No bill or resolution that shall have passed the Council and House of Rep- 
resentatives, shall be presented to the Governor for his approval on the last 
day of the session.

Rules and Regulations of the Wisconsin Library. 


I, The Librarian shall provide, in the town of Burlington, a proper room for the 
safe keeping of the books, papers, and documents belonging or appertain- 
ing to the Territorial Library, and which shall be entrusted to his Care. 
He shall keep a Register, in which he shall enter the name of every person 
to whom he shall deliver any book, paper, or document, the time when the 
same was delivered, when returned, and the title of the work and number of 
volumes delivered. 
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1I. The members of the Council and House of Representatives, and their offi- 
cers; the Governor of the Territory; the Judges of the Supreme: Court ; 
the Secretary of the Territory; the United States Attorney of the Terri- 
tury; the Attorney General of the Territory; the Marshal of the Terri- 
tory; the Delegates in Congress from the Territory; ex-members of the 
Legislative Assembly; and the Clerk of the Supreme Court shall have free 
access to said Library during regular hours of the day. 

IH. Strangers may be introduced to the Library by the Governor, Secretary 
of the Secretary of the Territory, Judges of the Supreme Court, or mem- 
bers of either branch of the Legislative Ássembly. . 

IV. Any person having the privilege of the Library, may take therefrom any 
number of volumes not exceeding the number of five, for his own use, and 
shall be accountable to the Librarian for the return of the same in good 
order, 

V. No person shall be allowed to keep in his possession any work belonging to 
said Library a longer period of time than three days, under a penalty of five 
dollars ; and in case any volume shall be lost or damaged, the volume so lost, 

_ and the-actual damage done, shall be paid to the Librarian, who is hereby 
authorized to receive the same and shall account therefor. 

VI. The Library shall be open for the accommodation of all privileged persons 
from the hours of nine to twelve, A. M., and from two to ten, P.M., during 
the session of the Legislative Assembly. In the recess of the Legislative 
Assembly, the time shall be regulated by the Librarian. : . 

VII. The Librarian shall bave authority to appoint, during the session of the Le- 
gislative Assembly, an Assistant Librarian, who may perform the duties as- 
signed to the Librarian, and for whose acts the Librarian shall be personally 
responsible. 

VIII. The Librarian shall, at the close of the session, report to the Council and 
Hoüse of Representatives, a true account of all expenses incurred during 
the session for rent of room, fuel, candles, and other incidental expenses, 
(including the employment of an Assistant) which shall be paid out of any 
moneys appropriated by Congress to defray the expenses of the Legislative 
Assembly.

Mr. McKnight, from the committee on Elections, to whom was referred the 
memorial of Alexander J. Irwin, contesting the right of Joseph Dickinson to a 
seat in the Council, made the following report : 

The committee on Elections, to whom was referred the memorial of Alexan- 
der J. Irwin, contesting the seat of Joseph Dickinson in this Council, have had - 
the same under consideration, and now beg leave to make their report. 

The committee, on examination of the eighth section of the law establishing 
the Territorial Government of Wisconsin, approved the 20th of April, 1836, by 
the President of the United States, Andrew Jackson, in the eighth section of 
said law, are the following words: ** No person bolding a commission under the 
United States or any of its officers, except as a militia officer, shall be a member 
of said Council, or shall hold any office under the government of said Territory.” 

Your committee having had satisfactory testimony before them, showing that 
Joseph Dickinson, before named, was, on the thirtieth day of September lost, a 
post master at Green Bay; and agreeably to the best information before the 
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committee thé said Joseph Dickinson is yet a post master in said post office at 
Green Bay, in Brown county, in the Territory of Wisconsin ; 
_ And your committee having come to the conclusion that the said Joseph Dick- 
inson is not legally entitled to a seat in this Council, therefore beg leave to report 
the following resolution for the consideration of the Council: t 
_ Resolved, That in the opinion of the committee, the seat now held and occu- 
ied by Mr. Joseph Dickinson in this Council be vacated, and that Alexander J. 
rwin be entitled to the same.

Gentlemen—In reply to the resolution passed on yesterday, in the Council, 
appointing you a committee to inquire into the causes of the delay of the print- 
ing jor your House, we beg leave respectfully to say, that when we asked for 
and accepted the appointment of Printers to the Legislative Assembly. we 
never for à moment supposed, that it would be expected of us, every day, to 
furnish each house with all the proceedings of the preceding day, viz: the min- 
. utes of the regular proceedings, bills reported, reports, documents, &c. We 
did not suppose this would be required of us, because such is not the case in 
any state in the Union; nor is it required by the Congress of the United States, 
themselves, whose printing, annually, amounts to between one and two hun- 
dred thousand dollars. The resolution passed by the Council, seems to imply 
that such is expected ofus ; but we regret, exceedingly, to state, that it is ut- 
terly impossible for us to come up to their expectations tothis extent. To illus- 
trate this remark, we will mention an instance : A bill was reported yesterday, 
in the House of Representatives, which occupied upwards of 70 pages of closely 
written paper. To give this bill to the House, on the next day, would require 
the labor of at least fifty hands, during the whole night. is, it is utterly im- 
possible to obtain, and even if it could, we would not be warkanted in employ- 
ing it. 

Every exertion has been used, and will continue to be used, to execute the 
printing of the Legislature, promptly. Our interest, as well as yours, would 
‘prompt us to this course ; but, as we before remarked, to execute an amount of 
work, which, if bound up, would make half of an ordinary volume, from 1 or 
2 o'clock, at noon, till ten of the next day, is more than we can promise. 

We will here remark, that at present, all the printing of the Council is execut- 
ed up to this day, with the exception of a single bill. 

Hoping that the Council will view this matter in its proper light we are,

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DOCUMENT NO. 8. 


The minority ofthe committee on Public Expenditures, to whom was referred 
the.report and account of the commissioners authorized to erect the publie 
buildings, at the town of Madison, in this Territory, have had the same under 
consideration, and beg leave to make the following counter report. 

The undersigned regret that they could not concur with the majority, in their 
report and memorial, for the following reason ; 

First, The commissioners, or a majority of them, are required by law, first, 
to agree upon a plan of the publie buildings; second, they are required to is- 
sue proposols, giving due notice thereof; third, they are required to let the 
work out upon contract, and to have the buildings erected without delay; 
fourth, the law makes it the duty of the treasurer of said commissioners, to make 
annual report to the Legislative Assembly, giving a true account of all the 
moneys received and paid out by him. 

The undersigned are fully convinced, from the evidence before them, that the 
commissioners have not complied with the second and third requisitions, as re- 
quired, by law. But, in direct violation of the aforesaid law, went on to expend 
the public money in the erection of asteam mill, two boarding houses, a lodg- 
ing house, a barn and cellar, two scows, à bridge, and two wharves, all of 
which must have cost not less than 7500 dollars. The undersigned, not having 
any Separate account of the expenses of said improvements, are obliged to take 
it in round numbers, but believe they are under the actual sum in their calcula- 
tion. E 

It further appears, from the account of the acting commissioner, that the fol- 
lowing has been expended, viz:

Thefore, the undersigned minority recommend that, until the board of com- 
missioners and Treasurer, shall render satisfactory evidence that they have 
made judicious application of said unexpended ballance of $12,074 09, on said 
buildings, think it inexpedient to ask for any further appropriation.

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DOCUMENT NO. 9. 


Report of the Committee to whom was referred ** A bill (No. 5, Council file) re- 
gulating and defining the extent of the right of possession on lands belonging to 
the Government of the United States, and for other purposes." 


Your committee have had under consideration the bill above referred to, and find 
that the same passed the Council on the I7th November, 1837, and was presented 
to the House of Representatives by the Secretary of the Council. The bill was 
there-read the first time and laid. on the table, November 23d, 1837, after which 
time, without date, it was referred to the judiciary committee, and a substitute 
reported to the House of Representatives, which received its sanction ; and the 
substitute, together with the original, were sent to the Council, on the 15th of Dec. 
Your committee can find no authority for substitutiug a bill as above-named, 
are of opinion that no authority can be found to sustain this course of proceed- 
ings, and believe that strong reasons can be adduced against this kind of sub- 
stitution of the opinion of one house for that of the other, when two houses 
form a Legislative body. By this course of proceeding, the Houses can never 
have a chance of coming together and comparing their views; as in this case, 
the document said to be a substitute, if in accordance with parliamentary pro- 
ceedings, would not meet the views of the committee ; and, therefore, if this 
course of proceedings be correct, the committee would be obliged to report a 
substitute for the substitate, and in the opinion of your committee there would 
never be an end to this course, so as to get the judgment of both Houses to be- 
come alaw. And your committee, finding nothing in the standing rules of the 
Council, or the joint rules of both Houses, pointing out the course to be taken. 
in cases of this kind, are of opinion that the general rules for legislation, as 
laid down by Jefferson, are as good authority as can be produced ; and in the 
opinion of your committee, are in generel use iu all Legislative bodies in the 
United States. 

And, farther, your committee find in the joint rules of both Houses, adopted 
for governing the order of business between the same, in rules one, ten, and 
eleven, ample provision for transacting the business between the Houses, if the 
said rules are complied with. Your committee farther find laid down in Jeffer- 
son's Manual, page 185, rule 45, and on page 187, rule, 46, for agreeing or dis- 
agreeing, and a course pointed out, whicb, if complied with, would have the 
effect of bringing questions of difference between the two Houses, to a close. 
Your committee, finally, are of opinion that it is actually necessary, in order to 
facilitate the business of both Houses, that the joint rules should be strictly 
complied with, more particularly when the passage of bills is called in question. 

Therefore, your committee have come to the corclusion that the bill before 
alluded to has not been acted upon by the House of Representatives agree- 
ably to the joint rules aforesaid, and consequently cannot receive any farther 
action of the Council, and have thought proper to offer the following Resolution 
for your consideration ; 

Resolved, That in the opinion of the Council, the proceedngs of the House in 
reporting a substitute for the bill, No. 5, before alluded to, are unparliamentary, 
and contrary to the joint rules of both Houses ; and that the said bill, with the 
accompanying documents, be returned to the House of Representatives, re- 
spectfully asking their farther action on the same. 
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DOCUMENT NO. 10. 


To the Honorable Counsellors in Wisconsin Territory, assembled in a Legislative 
Council. 


Brothers—The undersigned, Stockbridge Indians, residing on the east shore 
of the Winnebago Lake, desire you to hear us a few words. We have been 
told you were convened for the purpose of negotiating laws, for the good gov- 
ernment of the inhabitants of this great western country. We look up to you 
as our friends and brothers, and desire you to consider usalso. We have always 
been the true friends of the United States, and acknowledge ourselves under 
its protection. We believe you have it in your power to do us good, and we 
do confidently look up to you for assistance. Our nation have long ago forsook 
the chase, and have adopted the civilized habits of our white brethren. By 
these, our nation have been greatly benefitted, and we would wish to be assist- 
ed in the same ; and we do hereby mostearnestly pray your honorable Council, 
that a law may be passed authorizing an election to be held upon the first Tues- 
day of January, each and every year, by the male inhabitants of the town of 
Stockbridge, being of full age, for the appointment, (by majority of vote) of the 
following characters, as public officers of the Stockbridge Tribe, to wit :—1 Sa- 
chem, whose term of service shall be three years ; 5 persons, to be styled coun- 
sellors, 1 national. Treasnrer, 9 peace-makers, 1 sheriff, 1 surveyor, 1 fence- 
viewer, and 2 path masters ; these to hold their offices for one year only, unless 
re-elected for another year. We wish the appointment of the foregoing officers 
to be conditioned upon the following terms, viz: for the office of Sachem, none 
to be appointed unless he shall have been resident in the nation three years next 
preceeding the election, unless he be of the age of twenty-five years, unless he 
be worth in property to the amount of three hundred dollars, and unless he be a 

, believer in the Christian religion; and for the rest of the officers (excepting the 
fence viewes and path master) the same as the above be required and one year's 
residence. 

The duties of the Sachem shall be that of any executive officer, to have 
power to convene and prorogue the Council, which is to form of those five per- 
sons styled counsellors, when in the opinion of said Sachem, the interest of the 
tribe requires it; and to preside over the council when sitting as a legislative 
council. 

The Sachem and counsellors so constituted to form a board of council to 
make bye-laws for the government of the tribe; the majority of whom when con- 
vened to constitute a quorum to proceed to business. The council when con- 
vened shall choose one person from its own body, who shall execute the duties 
of counsellor and secretary, aud shall keep a journal of the proceedings of the 
council in one book, and all the bye-laws which shall be made or adopted by said 
council in another book. And all laws which shall be so made be declared: 
valid, if not inconsistent with the laws of this Territory, or the United States. 
The sittings of this council shall be on the first Tuesday of February, and the 
first Tuesday of July, in each and every year. 

The counsellor who shall have received the highest number of votes shall al- 
ways execute the duties of the Sachem, when this officer is absent, or the office 
is vacated by the death, resignation, or removal from the tribe. 

The Sachem and those two counsellors who shall have received the highest 
number of votes be constituted the high court of the nation, for the trial of high- 
er cases and all actions where the amount shall exceed fifty dollars. The sittings 
of this court shall be quarterly, to be determined, or the time fixed upon, by the 
council, 

The duty of the treasurer shall be to ask, demand, and receive into payment 
all the moneys due, or to grow due, to the Stockbridge tribe from individual or 
individuals, society or societies, State or United States, and give his receipt 
therefor, He is to be required to give ample security for all moneys received 
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into his hands, to be approved of by the council, and pay it only in pursuance of 
law made for that purpose. 

The peace makers duties to be similar to those enjoined upon the justices of 
peace in the Territory for the trial of all actions, not exceeding in amount than 
fifty dollaas. 

The sheriff’s duties be also similar to those officers of the Territroy, to have 
power to appoint one or two deputies under him, whenever he shall deem it 
necessary. 

The surveyor to execute all surveys whenever ordered hy the Sachem, and all 
lines made by the said surveyor shall be considered as lawful. He shall be re- 
quired to keep a book, upon which bills of surveys shall be recorded, 

Fence viewers’ duty will be to examine into the legality of any fence, and 
prize damages made by unruly creatures, 

Path masters to be clothed with similar powers as those in the Territory. 

In the election which shall be held for the appointment of the foregoing offi- 
cers, it would 1e our wish that the same be done by ballot, each votér be re- 
quired to give only one ballot, the peace makers to preside in those elections, 
vacancies to be filled up by immediate elections. 

Before said officers enter into the duties of their appointment, each be requir- 
ed to give a written affirmation like ihe following, viz: I, A. B. do solemnly 


.declare and affirm that I believe in the Christian religion, and am possessed of 


property and qualified by age to meet the requirements of the law ; and I do fur- 
ther solemnly engage that I will faithfully execute the duties of a according 
to the best of my abilitles. This I do on the pains and penalties of perjury. 

The above is what we want (as briefly as we can express it) or is what we 
think in our present circumstances would greatly relieve us. In expressing 
these sentiments, we express the unanimous wish of the whole tribe, with the 
exception of a very few individuals who would wish for no restraints from vice 
and crime, 

One thing more, it is onr wish, and we do hereby most earnestly pray your 
Honorable Council, that à law may be passed, whereby our people, or any one 
of them, shall be punished for murder, or attempt of murder, under the author- 
ity and laws of the Territory. 

In conclusion we wish to be distinctly understood that the relief sought for is 
briefly this, that when a judgment shall have been given, agreeably to the laws 
of the tribe, by any of our magistrates against any of our people, such judgment 
may bedeclared as final. And if the person against whom such judgment shall 
have been rendered refuse to comply with the same, the civil authorities of the 
Territory be authorized to execute the same forthwith, whenever required by 
the officer, and atthe same giving a copy of said judgment. " 

We further wish the confirmation of our present officers in the following 
manner, viz: Austin E. Quinney, Sachem, whose term of office is to expire two 
years from the first Tuesday of January next, John N. Chicks, Jacob Chicks, 
Andrew Miller, Timothy Jordan “and John W. Quinney, counsellors, to expire 
the first Tuesday of January next, John Matoxen, treasurer, do., John Abrams 
and John P. Quinney, peace makers, do., and Charles Stevens, sheriff, do.

Thirteenth—We have never declined paying specie on our bills, when pre- 
sented at our counter. 

Fourteenth—W e have never taken more than 7 per cent. interest, in advance, 
on our loans and discounts. - 

Fifteenth—No director has, at any one time, been indebted to this Bank to 
the amount of five thousand dollars. 

Sizteenth—We have paid out our post notes in the manner proposed, and | 
have always received them in payment of debts due the Bank without regard to 
their maturity. 

Seventeenth —W e had made arrangements (before issuing any note or bill,) 
for the forty thousand dollars in specie, referred to in our answer to the second 

uestion, . 
* Eighteenth—We shall receive them in payment for any debt due the Bank, 
which may have been created by the issue of those notes. 

` Nineteenth—We have no deposites special or general in other Banks. 


Your committee also examined and counted the money in the vaults of the 
Bank at that time, but not being satisfied with the amount of specie on hand, 
but, being assured by the officers of the Bank, that the sum of $40,000 on de- 
posites in Detroit was subject to their order, and would be in the possession of 
the insti;ution at the opening of the navigation, and as no report could be made 
to the Legislature until the present time, the committee agreed to meet again fot 
a furvher examination on the first Monday in this month. 

It will be perceived, by a reference to the answets.to the first and second in- 
terrogatories, what zmount, and in what kind of funds tne capital stock has 
been paid. The first item, Forty thousand dollars in certificates for specie de- 
posited in Detroit. Your coramittee cannot conceive that certificates for specie 
can answer for specie itseif, in order to comply with the charter. On counting 
the gpecie in the raonth of February, the committee found but $1818. 

Another item in, Fifty thousand dollars of the Jackson county Bank and Bank 
‘of Manchester notes ; which institutions have been proved tobe insolvent—whilst 
our country is flooded with their paper, issued by the Miners’ Bank, which will 
not now be redeemed by said Bank, though counted as part of her capital 
stock, 

The committee accordingly met again on tae 5th inst. at Du Buque, and ad- 
dressed several interrogatories to the President and Cashier; to which they 
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received sundry answers, signed by the cashier, copies of which are hereto 
annexed. 


Questions by the commiitee. 


First—-What amount of discounts have been made since the examination in 
February last, and in what kind of funds ? 

Second—Have you taken the Manchester and Jackson county Bank notes in 
payment of notes discounted by the Bank ? 

Third—What is the present amount of your discounts? 

Fourth—What is the kind of funds on hand—of what Banks—and what 
amount of each ? 

Fifth~-What is the amount of notes in circulation of your Bank, the amount 
. payable on demand, as well as those payable after date? 


Answers to the foregoing. 


First—Thirty-eight thousand five hundred and twenty one dollars and forty- 
eight cents, have been discóunted by this Bank since the examination in Fe- 
bruary, and principally in the notes of Michigan and Wisconsin Banks,received. 
in the course of our regular business. 

Second—We have invariably received the notes of the Jackson county and . 
Manchester Banks, circulated by this Bank, when offered in payment of dis- 
counted notes, but have redeemed such circulation principally in current Mich- 
igan and Wisconsin money. ' 

Third--Eighty thousand eight hundred and eighty dollars and fifty-three 
cents. 

Fourth —Of the bank notes on hand, $3,858 are in the notes of various Michi- 
gan chartered Banks— $2,804 in the notes of the Bank of Wisconsin, and $576 
in the notes of Illinois, Ohio and Kentucky Banks. :

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From the foregoing, it will be perceived that the Bank has not complied with 
its charter, nor with its promises and engagements to the committee in the 
month of February, and at this time, have but $457,380 cents on hand as the 
specie basis of their capital. 

The Cashier has inserted an item in his last exhibit to the committee, which 
has somewhat the appearance of a specie account, but your committee cannot 

. consider specie intransitu, to the amount of $20,000, worthy of being depend- 
ed upon, and therefore think that the Bank has violated, misused, and abused 
its privileges under the charter in several instances, and that the individuals in 
whose hands the institution is at this time, have it not in their power to place 
it upon a solvent foundation—though the committee believe the directors and 
stockholders desired and intended to do so, but such is the state ofthe currency 
at this time, that that object cannot be obtained. From the expression of pub- 
lic opinion in the vicinity of the Bank, and from the little confidence now ex- 
isting, and from all that has been exhibited, your committee are of the opinion, 
that the charter of said bank should be annulled and vacated, and therefore, 
offer the following resolution : . 

Resolved, That the committee on Incorporations be instructed to bring in a 
bill to repeal the charter of the Miners’ Bank of Du Buque, and so to provide 

-in said bill for the settlement of the accounts of said Bank, that the public may 
suffer as little as possible. 


DOCUMENT NO. 12. 


Memorial to the President and Senate of the United States, in relation to the trea- 
ties with the Winnebago, Sioux, and Chippewa tribes of Indians. 


To his Excellency the President, and the Honorable 
the Senate of the United States. 

The memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Wisconsin, 
respectfully sheweth : ' 

That during the summer and fall of the year one thousand eight hundred anid 
thirty-seven, treaties were concluded on the part of the United States, in confor- 
mity with appropriations made for that purpose, with the Winnebago, Sioux, 
and Chippewa Indians, for the purchase of a large and valuable tract of country, 
lying north of the Wisconsin, and east of the Mississippi rivers. The land thus 
purchased of the Winnebagoes, from its geographical position, from the nature 
and quality of the soil, and from the mineral wealth which it is believed to con- 
tain, may be considered as a most valuable acquisition to the Territory of the 
United States. And the country purchased of the Sioux and Chippewas, em- 
bracing as it does, all er nearly all the prairies on the head waters of the Mis- 
sissippi; is of great importance in affording supplies of pine lumber to the in- 
habitants residing on the borders of that river. Your memorialists are satisfied 
that, by ratifying these treaties, no injustice would be done to those Indian 
tribes, as the country purchased affords thém but a scanty supply of game; and 
as they are known to be at this time extremely solicitious that they should be 
confirmed, and that they should receive from the Government immediately the 
prices stipulated to be paid. 

Much dissatisfaction exists among the Indians, because they see no prepara- 
tions being made to pay them the first instalments; they have neglected the 
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chase, and are suffering from hunger, and in revenge for self preservation they 
have been making depredations to an alarming extent upon the stock and other 
property of our citizens. 

A very large number of people have, upon the faith of the treaties made, taken 

up their residence on the land purchased ; they are engaged in cutting and raft- 
ing the pine lumber, and in the construction of mills; and difficulties of a very 
serious character between the white and red men upon our borders, must imme- 
diately ensue, upon the rejection of the treaties by your honourable body. 
- The combined forces of the Winnebago, Sioux, and Chippewas, assisted, as 
they naturally would be, by the Sacs and Foxes, would form a powerful alli- 
ance; and it would cost the General Government much blood and treasure, to 
protect her citizens from the aggressions of an enemy so strong and so evil- 
minded. : 

The removal of these Indians from the land purchased, as contemplated by 
these treaties, would be decidedly advantageous to our frontier settlements, 
without affecting in the least degree, a similar elass of people in any other State 

„or Territory; and we therefore most respectfully, yet most earnestly, recom- 
mend the speedy ratification of those treaties by your honourable body. 
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
